According to -Mrs. Sprague's story 


she was moved to make her attack 
upon Morton by witnessing Blanche 
Walsh's production of ''The Woman in 
the Case," the third act of which ap- 
peared to her so nearly akin to her 
own life history and tragic experience 


, of the last few years that she left the 
opera house determined to see Morton 
and endeavor to force him to reinstate 
her in the eyes of the world. She said: 


"When Morton arrived I asked him 


to take me home. He seemed enraged 
and knocked me down. When I arose 
I was crazed with pain, fear and hu- 
miliation and shot at him twice.

Millionaire Clubman Shoots Nimself 


Through the Head. 


MOTIVE FOR DEED UNKNOWN 


Son of ihe Famous Wit and Wall 
' Street Operator, William R. Travers, 


Discovered by a Housemaid Dead on 
His Bed With a Revolver by His 
Side—All Swelldom Shocked. 


New York Sept. 30. — Dead by his 


own hand is William R. Travers, a mil- 
lionaire clubman. He was the son of 
William R. Travers, the famous wit 
and Wall street operator. The tragedy 
was enacted in the Travers' apart- 
ments in Madison avenue, the suicide 
sending a bullet through his brain. 
The deed of the clubman is inex- 
plicable, Mr. Travers being in the 
prime of life, in fair health and the 
possessor of a large fortune. Mr. 
Travers married Miss Lily Harriman, 
a sister of Mrs. W. K. Vanderbilt, Jr. 
The couple separated three years ago, 


Mrs. 
Travers going to Paris to live. 


Mr. Travers was an uncle of Mrs. 
Clarence Mackay. He had two sisters, 
Mrs. James Wadsworth of Genesee, 
N. Y., and Mrs. Walter Gay, now living 
in Paris. Since his separation from 
his wife he had lived entirely -alone 
with the care of his valet. In the morn- 
ing, •when Mr. Travers arose, he ap- 
peared to be in excellent spirfts, and 
after. breakfast told,t;s._yale£a.tha*ate 
would not require his services during 
the day. Soon afterward a maid found 
Mr. Travers lying dead on his bed 
with a revolver by his side. He had 
placed the muzzle of the weapon in his 
mouth, sending a bullet through his 
brain. He left several letters, all re- 
lating to business affairs, and giving 
no clew to the cause of suicide. 


Mr. Travers never, engaged in any 


business 
except when, about six 


months ago. as an experiment he be- 
came a partner in the banking house 
of Hugh Eddy, the affairs of which, 
however, engaged little of his time. 
Mr. Travers. who was 49 years old, 
was a member of the Knickerbocker, 
New York Athletic, Tennis and Racket 
and many other clubs. 


Shocked Newport. 


Newport, R. I. Sept. 30.—News of 


the suicide of William R. Travers. 
which was received here, caused great 
surprise among his acquaintances. Mr. 
Travers was well known among the 
cottagers and business men of New- 
port. His legal residence was in this 
city and his property holdings here 
amount to about S75.000. He was al- 
ways a prominent figure at the New- 
port-horse shows and frequently par- 
.icipated in other society events. He 
had no house in Newport, but owned 
a bungalow on the ocean drive.

Pool Said to Have Been Formed by the 


New York Life, Mutual and Equit- 
able 'to Look After Legislation

New York, Sept. 30.—Jacob E 


Schiff, head of the banking firm of 
Kuhn, Loeb & Company, was among 
the witnesses called before the legis- 
lative committee on .insurance investi- 
gation. 
As one point after another 


was brought out in examination. Mr. 
Schiff grew excited and vigorously de- 
fended his attitude while a director of 
the Equitable society, and claimed his 
firm had acted in a conscientious man- 
ner in all its dealings with the society. 
At the conclusion of his testimony, and 
before the committee could adjourn, 
Mr. Schiff asked to be allowed to make 
a statement. I^e was permitted, and 
he stepped briskly forward on the plat- 
form toward a small table and made 
an impassioned attack upon the state 
superintendent of insurance and state- 
ments he had made concerning Kuhn, 
Loeb & Company during the investiga- 
tion of the Equitable. 
Mr. Schifl em- 


phasized his remarks with rappings on 
the table, and frequently he raised his 
voice until it was almost a shout. Dur- 
ing his testimony, too, Mr. Schiffi niade 
the charge that the minutes of the 
finance committee regarding a certain 
meeting were false. He later qualified 
this, however, by saying if the trans- 
action under consideration, one in 
Union Pacific, was actually made, he 
did not hear it. though he was present 
at the meeting. Again, during his tes- 
timony regarding the power of the 
finance committee of the Equitable so- 
ciety, Mr. Schiff waxed warm in his 
explanation, and said that the entire 
committee was at the mercy of one 
man. ' "It was all Hyde," said Mr. 
Schifl, "all Hyde and Alexander. Mr. 
Hyde wrote the messages regarding 
the offers made by my firm for partici- 
pation in syndicates. Mr. Hyde signed 
all the receipts, Mr. Hyde wrote all the 
letters."

For the second time within a mouth 


bids were opened by the board of pub- 
iJce service, for the construction of a 
municipal water plant for the city of 
Newark. Three hundred thousand dol- 
lar? have already been authorized by 
a vote of the people for this woik, 
and according to the plans, it will re- 
quire an additional sum of $200,000 be- 
fore the plant can be completed, which 
is to be submitted to the people for 
authority to issue this amount ol addi- 
tional bonds. 


These bids, six in number, were all 


submitted a lew moments before tne 
hour of 12 o'clock. For 
days there 


have been a dozen or more representa- 
tives of different firms in the city fig-, 
tiring on the work. Many of the larg- 
est contracting firms in the country 
were represented and it looked as if 
theie was more competition between 
the bidders than on the previous occa- 
sion. 


On account of the number of bidders, 


he bids were read as briefly as possi- 
ble. 
After all were read, the board 


adjourned until 1 o'clock when the 
work of tabulating the various items 
and the amounts bid by 
each, firm, 


was commenced.
